quid^ or Beutralrefult, partakifigof both, and yet diftingujfli- 
able by neither^ infomuch that the Icidum by ft^ch fort or 
coagulations and concrecioDS Icofes its fting, and becomes al- 
lo^ether unperceivable : Whence he draws the reafon , vvhy, 
though Acids be the very foundation of all coagulations and 
concretions of bodies, yetare themfelves to our tafle in many 
things the leaft difcoverable : Which particular he endeavours 
to make out by 4^///?^/ mixtures, refembliDg the natural^ feeing 
we cannot eafily get to the infides of bodies in their natural pro- 
ciuftions. 

As to his difcourfc of the Sulphur-Bath at Kmnborough in 
Torkjhire^ concerning its Caufes and fertucs , we fliall refer the 
Reader to the Traft it Mf.
